For  the  first  time  in  ten  years,  it  was  inevitable 
from  the  start  of  the  season  that  Berkeley  would  not 
be  the  first  in  the  ACAL.  In  mid-April,  the  BHS 
netters  dropped  their  second  contest  of  the  season 
to  Piedmont.  Piedmont  worked  hard  for  that  victory, 
4-3.  The  end  of  the  season  found  Berkeley  in  second 
place  behind  victorious  Piedmont.  The  BHS  doubles 
team  of  Harry  Chandler  and  Bill  Vaughn  made  the 
semifinals  in  the  North  Coast. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  season  it  appeared  that 
the  golf  team  would  be  an  almost  sure  bet  for  first 
place  in  ACAL  competition.  The  team's  strong  point 
was  its  great  depth.  Many  of  the  other  teams  had 
outstanding  individual  stars,  but  lacked  the  winners 
needed  in  the  lower  flights.
